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Chinese Comrumi«t guerrilla columns in Yunnan, Kwanesi ond Kweichow, a 
total of about 8,000 men, have been transferred from the Yunnan bordera 
to west Kwangsi in order to coordinate with and varticipate in a large- 
scale Viet Minh offensive in the near future.* Headquarters of the above 
ground is at Paise (106-34, 23=55), and units are distributed in Tienpao 
(106-413, 23-23), Kueishun (106-25, 23-09), Chenpien (105-50, 23-24), 
Iungming (107=07. 22=57), Haialet (10646, 22-53) and Lungpang (106~19, 
2252) haien. It is rumored that they have already joined Ho Chi Minh's 
forces. 


The forces off HSIEH Yu-hei (ait + i ), a native of Inungchou (106-56, 


22-22) who was’ formerly secretary of the,San.Min Chu I Youth Corns in 
Lungchou, and forces off MUNG Chunge- x UY. Ax; )**, a native of 
Liuchou who wes formerly secretary general of the Kiomintang Party at 
Leiping (106=59, 22-37), 2 total of 1,100 men, are under the orders of the 
Central and South China Military District. Both forces have been enrolled 
in the Viet Minh armies and are now in Langson an Caobang. 


One army of CH'RN Keng 1s stationed in weat Kwanest and is being equiped 
with Viet Minh uniforms and equipment.¥** It 4s rumored that they will 
participate in the Viet Mink offensive. 


The highest reanonsible authority in charge of Sino«Viet Minh liaison at 
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Nanning (108-18, 22-48), is a Soviet citizen named loechiaette-fu (4/e 44% ) 
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eer ome According to Hong Kong press reports, a Soviet 
aircra nded at Nanning on 7 August with a party of Soviets led by 
Lecater, who presided at a meeting of Viet Minh and Chinese Commniats 
concerning plans for Indochina. 
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
